BUFFALO. 1.) July 18.—The case 
of Stanislaus Kraeminski, an American 
citzen who was banished by the Russian 
government to the Siberian mines on ac- 


count of political crimes, prior to his emi- 


gration and naturalization, still agitates 
the Poles of Buffalo. An attempt is being 
made on behalf of the Poles to get this 
government to take up the question of 
amending the treaty. Attorney W. W. 
Pearson, who first brought the case to the 
attention of the Secretary of State, has 
written to Charles Daniels as follows: 

The number of Russian subjects who 
have settled in this country and become 
American citizens is very great and some 
protection ought to be afforded them. 
even beyond that of an American pass- 
port, and that is the ‘covenant of a 
stronger treaty between the two countries. | 
It is surprising that steps were not taken 
by this country long before to improve 
the treaty. with Russia, but as the per- 
son about whom the State Department is 
at present interceding hails from here, it 
| seenis our duty to. suggest to that depart- 
ment the vital importance of a convention 
between this country and the Russian em- 
pire in order to prevent a recurrence of 
this melancholy occurrence.“ 

To this letter ‘Congressman Daniels re- 
plied: As to the changing of the treaty 
with Russia so as to prevent the recur- 
rencé of cases of this character that would 
be a very different subject, requiring time 
and prolonged negotiations. A favorable 
itreaty will probably be obtained whenever 
that subject is set on foot which will place 
the relations of Russia to the United States 
on this subject in the same favorable con- 
dition which has been attained through 
negotiations with other European govern- 
ments. That, however, will be a subject 
for future agitation. The important mat- 
ter engaging the attention of the State 
Departmert is the return of this person,

"THE 
The Bill Providing “for Cession of Their Lands 
ö Goes to the President. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. | 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—The House 
has passed the bill to ratify and confirm 
the agreement made with the Yuma In- 
dians in California last December for the 
cession .of their surplus lands on. their 
reservation in San Diego county, Califor- 
nia. This bill has already passed the Sen- 
ate and now only awaits the President's 
signature, There is appropriated $2000 for 
the expenses of surveying and allotting 
lands to the Indians and $3000 is appro- 
priated for defraying the expense of the 
survey and sale of the lands relinquished. 
The Secretary of the Interior is directed to 
cause all lands ceded by this agreement, 
which may be susceptible or irrigation, 
after allotments ha made and ap- 
proved to be sold at public auction by offi- 
cers of the land district: in which the 
lands apé situated. This money is to be 
applied to the benefit of the Indians. 

The provision granting a tract of 320 
acres, including the buildings of Fort 
Yuma, to the Sisters of St. Joseph for 
educational and yeligious purposes in the 
original treaty has been amended so. that 
the Secretary of the Interior can dispose 
of it in such manner for educational and 
hospital purposes as he may deem proper.

United 
States Marshal Baldwin: ‘was. in the lead, 
and proclaimed. martial law. He called 
upon the people, in the name of the 
United States, to go to their homes and 
remain there until the trouble is over. 
Many obeyed, but the, majority remained 
on the streets, in defiance of the Mar- 
Shale orders. Late this afternoon the 
streets are comparatively deserted. Only 


are being closely watched. 

The railroad company this morning suc- 
ceeded in getting a train to Rocklin. Its 
destination is Ogden, by Way of Truckee. 
The train was accompanied by two com- 
panies of regulars. Later another train 
left for the East. It consisted of two 
coaches, two flat cars and several fruit 
cars. Two gatling guns were placed on 
the flat cars, to be used if oceasion de- 
mands it. The railroad officials fear thas

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ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
SACRAMENTO, July 13.—A bloody bat- 
tle occurred at 11 o’clock this morning be- 
tween the strikers and @ company of 
regulars. As far as can be ascertained, 
two men were shot down and six wounded. 
Shortly before 11 o'clock Division Super- 
intendent Wright ordered an engine and 
two flat cars to clear the track along Front 
street, contiguous to the headquarters of 
the strikers... Fearing that an attempt 
would be made to shoot the engineer and 
fireman, a company of fegulars, under 
|} command of Capt. Roberts, Was ordered to 
acconrmany the train. As the train reached I 
street a number of strikers who were con- 
cealed on the roof of a big building in 
the vicinity of the City Jail, opened fire 
on the engine. The regulars returned the 
fire. None of the soldiers were injured. 
The firing bad attracted hundreds of 
angry strikers to the scene, and it was 
with difficulty that they were persuaded 
by cooler heads not to attack the soldiers. 
United States Marshal Baldwin fran- 
tically raised his band and ordered the 
crowd to disperse. He called upon them 
in the name of the United States to re- 
turn to their homes and prevent further 
bloodshed. For a moment the angry mob 
of strikers hesitated. Several of them 
drew revolvers and called upon the others 
to avenge the death of their comrades. 
Just as another bloody battle seemed im- 
minent, Harry Knox, leader of the strik- 
ers, appeared on the scene and waved his 
men dack. He advised them to leave

The train is made 
up of seven fruit cars, two Pullmans and 
a mail car.

REMAINS OF PRIVATE BYRNE. 

SACRAMENTO, July 13.—The wrecking- 
train returned here this afternoon, hav- 
ing on board the body of Private Byrne, 
who was killed by the ditching of the 
train last Wednesday. His body was 
found between the first and second car, 
and horribly mutilated. 

The train which left here this morning 
for Ogden reached Rocklin at 1 o clock 
this afternoon without interruption. It 
will proceed to Truckee this evening. 

The body Engineer Sam Clarke was 
recovered this evening. His remains were 
found under the engine and were mutilated 
almost beyond recognition.

have intervened since the general strike 
was inaugurated on the Southern Pacific 
system. During the entire period railroad 
traffic has been at an absolute standstill 
in Northern California. At least seven, 


‘| and probably more lives have already been 


sacrifi¢ed in the desperate struggle that is 
on between the railway company and the 
Federal government on one side and the 
A.R.U. on the other. The commercial loss 
has been enormous. Not only is general 
traffic almost at.a standstill, but a season’s 
fruit crop to the value of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars is perishing in the orch- 
ards. 

Tonight there is every indication that 
more men are to be slaughtered in this 
industrial war; that the fruit-growers are 
to see more of their crop spoil on their 
hands, and that the embargo on commerce 
is to be indefinitely continued. When the 
‘United States army and navy was thrown 
into the fight it was said that the trouble 
would speedily end. It is now three days 
since the Federal troops went into the 
field in Northern California, but the end 
is not yet in sight. In fact the United 
States authorities are resisted as were 
the State municipal forces and the troub- 
lous times seem to but have begun. 

In Sacramento the deflance became 80 
bold today that the Capital ‘City is e 
under actual martial law. Marshal Barry 
Baldwin rode through the streets at the 
head of a detachment of thirty cavalrymen 
this afternoon and proclaimed martial law. 
He ordered the people to their homes and 
bade them remain there until the trouble 
is over. The adoption of this extreme 
Measure was provoked by an outbreak that 
occurred: in Sacramento late this forenoon. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock the Southern 
Pacific’s division superintendent sent a 
switch engine out to clear’ the tracks along 
Front street. Knowing that the locomo- 
tive would pass the headquarters of the 
strikers, a big building near the tracks in 
the vicinity of the City Jail, Gol. Graham 
ordered a company of regular soldiers to 
escort the switch engine and protect the 
engineer and fireman. There was 
proof that Col. Graham appreciate’ the 
mood of the strikers, for the switching 
crew was fired upon before théy had 
passed the A.R.U. headquarters. The regu- 
lars returned the fire and several men in 
the crowd that thronged the streets bit 
the dust. At least one was mortally 
wounded. This outbreak and the shooting 
of a farmer, who insisted op passing the 
‘military lines were among the causes that 
led up to the proclamation this afternoon. 
establishing martial law. 

Tonight only meager details of the sit- 
uation are to be had here, for a press 
censorship is in effect, having been estab- 
lished by Col. Graham. The Associated 
Press correspondent is suffered to pass 
the military pickets, but it is conditional 
that he shall send out no information rela- 
tive to the movements of trains. Neither 
is he permitted to give the names of 
trainmen. It is the desire of Col. Graham 
and the railroad officials to withhold this 
information from the strikers. It is known 
however, that no trains are running out of 

ento save two that were dispatched 
for the East this morning. 

Another train, bearing twenty-five United 
States troops from Fort Douglas, Utah, 
is west-bound. This train arrived at Win- 
nemuceg at noon today, and, under cover 
of these troops, a west-bound passenger- 
train that had been stalled at Winnemucca 
since June 29, was released and started 
forward under a military guard. One con- 
pany of troops was left at Winnemucca and 
a milttary picket established around the 
railroad property. The rest of the troops 
proceeded west with the passenger-train. 
A wrecking-train, with two flat-cars loaded 
with troops, is coming on ahead of the 
train. Another overland train from Los 
Angeles is also coming into Northern Cali- 
fornia under a heavy military guard. This 
train passed Bakersfield this afternoon, and, 
without accident, is aus to reach Oakland 
late tonight. 

At Oakland the railroad yards on the 
mole are now under the protection of a 
force of 1000 United States marines, State 
militiamen and deputies. The force has 
been sufficient to overawe the riotous strik- 
ers, and aad there was no further vio- 
lence. 0 

In San Franctsco the event: ot the day 
was the impanelling of a special United 
States grand jury by Judge Morrow to in- 
vestigate the prevailing disorders. In the 
course of his charge to the jury, which 
had been specially drawn from the busi- 
ness men of San Francisco, Judge Morrow 
said: 

“That the passage of the mails over 
certain lines of railroad in this State has 
been retarded and obstructed there is no 
question. The regular receipt and dispatch 
ot mails over the roads of the Southern 
Pacific Company has, in fact, been sus- 
pended at the San Francisco postoffice for 
a period of about two weeks. Who is re- 
sponsible for this. state of affairs? The 
strikers, the railroad company or both? 
The railway is a great public highway and 
the duty of the railroad company is first 
to the public, The road must be kept in 
operation if it is possible to do so with 
the force and appliances within reach. Any 
negligence in this respect is not excused 
by. temporary difficulties. The damage and 
interruption caused by the elements are 
usually promptly repaired and removed. 
The same energy and good faith should 
be observed with respect to the removal 
of labor and other difficulties. g

A jury of ~ 
physicians at.11:10 o’clock filed in and in- 5 
spected the scaffold and appurtenances. 
Fifty deputy sheriffs were ranged around 
the corridor. 

At 11:42 a.m. Sheriff Gilbert and Jailer 
Morris appeared at the right of the scat- 
fold. The prisoner, pale and unsteady, 
| walked. behind. He stood, without appar- 
ent nervousness, though a trifle weak and 
unsteady, as his arms were being pinioned. 

He looked calmly out on the assembled 
crowd below him. While the shroud was 
placed about him, barring a little restless 
movement of the eyes, he made no motion. 
Jailer Morris placed the rope about his 
neek, and a white cap over his head. 
At 11:48 the body shot downward, the 
head twisted to one side, the neck 9 
been apparently broken.

The Mayor endeavored to escape his as- 
sassin, and walked into the butler’s pantry,

Mrs. Maud Bell Sues for 
a Divorce.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 13. — (Special 
Dispatch.) Sut has been brought in this 
city by Maud W. Bell, a music teacher, 
against her husband, William L. Bell, a 
prominent citizen of Los Angeles. In an 
affidavit Mrs. Bell opposes the application 
of her husband to have the divorce suit 
transferred for trial to Los Angeles. The 
basis of this affidavit is the claim of Mrs. 
Bell that she cannot have a fair trial in 
the Southern city, because of her hus- 
band’s prominent position and a large ¢ircle 
of acquaintances. He had frequently told 
her, declares the affidavit, that he could 
win any suit which might be brought 
against him in the courts of Los Angeles. 

The records in the case disclose a most 
interesting story of domestic infelicity and 
infidelity on account of which both hus- 
band and wife are now seeking to dissolve 
the matrimonial tie. Charges of infidelity 
and cruelty are made on both sides. Bell 
charges the. sister of his wife with en- 


couraging the latter in a course of dis- band 


honor with the män who is named as co- 


respondent. Altogether the case promises 


to furnish testimony of unusual interest 
at the trial, which is certain to be most 
bit contested. Whether the trial shall 
be held in this city or in Los Angeles is 
the important question which must shortly 
be decided by Judge Troutt. 

The cross-complaint recites how Urann 


morning. Bell noticed that his wife fre- 
quently followed her guest to the kitchen. 
He descended unannounced one morning 
and found his wife and Urann standing in 
the middle of the kitchen, clasped in each 
other’s arms. Mrs. Bell explained to her 
lege lord Urann was about to faint 
and that she been compelled to seize 
him in order to prevent his falling. By 
more than mere implication Bell charges 
that his wife was abetted in her conduct 
by her sister, Miss Walker.

The complaint of Mrs. Beli shows that 
she became the wife of Bell in Yolo county 
on April 18, 1883. Thereafter they re- 
moved to this city and took up their resi- 
dente at No. 2931 Jackson street. ‘Two 
ebildren have blessed the union, Adrian, 
aged 6, who resides with his father,-and 
Lawrence, aged 4, who ves with his 
mother. Mrs. Bell says she has not. re- 


part of Bell is said to have taken place 
while his wife was still in bed after the 
birth of their first child. On this occasion 
the defendant is said to have attempted a 
felonious assault on Miss Gertrude Walwer, 
a sister of his wife. who was residing with 
them.

The outrage is supposed to be the work 
of men concerned in the bitter fight be- 
tween the government town sites and 
the Rock Island road, which has been 
raging ever since the opening of the strip, 
owing to the refusal of the railroad to.

At 11 o’clock this morning, Fawcett, 
the chief of the Rock Island road’s detec- 
tives, wired to Vice-President Lowe that 
he was compelled to stand by, powerless, 
and see two citizens of Pond Creek tear- 
ing up the company’s tracks through the 
city. In the crowd were both men and 
women. The company had until last 
week kept a large force of guards along 
the track at Pond Creek, and ever since 
June 6, when the track was before torn 
up and a freight-train wrecked. Only a 
few guards are now stationed in the place, 
and they are unable to do anything. The 
United States authorities, have been noti- 
fied of the destruction. The government 
is expected to hereafter protect the com- 
ly property and deal with the citi-

PECULIAR ACCIDENT. 


Mysterious Shooting of a Woman on the 
East Side. 

An accident, fh connection with which 
there are some peculiar circumstances, oc- 
curred at about 10:45 o’clock yesterday 
morning over on the Hast Side, just as 
the outward-bound freight on the Santa Fe 
was going out. 5 

As the trajn was crossing n street 
on the further side of the river, Mrs. 
Charles F. Parker, who lives at No. 465 
North Truman street, was washing clothes 
in her back yard. Stopping her work for 
the moment she. turned around and stood 
looking at the passing train, when some- 
thing struck her in the forehead and she 
fell unconscious. Dr. Schumacher was at 
once notified, and a few moments later 
Police Officer S. R. Reynolds; who lives 
just opposite the Parkers, was summoned. 
It was too late then to stop the train and 
seek for an explanation of the accident, 
and so the officer turned his attention to 
the ‘wounded woman. The injury did not 
prove to be very serious, as the bullet 
only penetrated just under the skull and 
was extracted without difficulty. It was 
a heavy piece of lead flattened on one 
side as stated above, and must have been 
fired either from a 44-caliber rifle or from 
a heavy revolver of the same caliber. Upon 
that part of the bullet which fits inside 
the cartridge two circular indentations 
were still plainly distinguishable. This 
is pretty strong evidence that it was a rifle 
bullet, a revolver ball having but one 
such indentation. 4 

Mrs. Parker is the wife of a cabinet- 
maker, and is of German origin. She is 
about 40 years of age and has a family of 
six children, ranging from 2 to 17 years | 
of age. The Parkers are in no way con- 
nected with the railroads or the present 
strike, and the fact of her having deen 
struck by the bullet seems to 
altobether accidental. 

It is possible that the affair may be sat- 
isfactorily explained when the men who 
were on board the train are heard from, 


though it seems hardly probable that any 


of them had anything to do with it. 
In any event the fact of rifle shooting
